Three suspects avoided trials 
by pleading guilty to the murder 
of a wheelchair-bound Granite 
City man last week and a fourth 
may join their ranks this week. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Rob- 
ert Trone said John C. McIntyre, 
18, is expected to enter a first- 
degree murder plea this week 
after two ether suspects agreed 
to testify that he set fire to the 
body of Thomas M. Bauer 

Bauer, 57, was pronounced 
dead at 2:59 a.m. Aug. 10 in his 
home in the 2200 block of Ilinois 
Avenue. Firefighters and-an 
arson -investigater-found- Bauer's— 
burned body in his bed beneath 
a blanket. When the blanket was 
removed, they found a charred 
belt around Bauer's neck 

Strangulation was listed as the 
official cause of Bauer's death. 

Five individuals were original: 
ly charged with first-degree 
murder, arson, and concealment 
of a homicide in Bauer’s death. 
In addition to McIntyre, the 
are: Roena Ashing, 38, and Jef- 
frey L. Ramsey, 23, and Robert 
Russell, 19, all of the. 2600 block 
of Cleveland; ~and -Richard R:

Instead of proceeding with his 
scheduled trial last week,.Ram- 
sey pleaded guilty Wednesday to 
the first-degree murder charge 
and agreed to a 55-year prison 
term. Russell and Loftis also 
entered guilty pleas with Russell 
agreeing to a 35-year sentence 
and Loftis to a 20-year sentence. 

Ramsey and Russell also 
agreed to testify against Ashing 
and McIntyre, Trone said. 

“Everybody was pointing fi 
gers but they were pretty consis 
tent in who they were pointing 
fingers at,'’ Trone said. 

















Trone said Ramsey still main- 
tains that he did not strangle 
Bauer. Before he was strangled 
and his body burnt, Bauer was __ 
beaten with a skillet “until the 
bottom fell out,’’ Trone said, 

“It wouldn’t make any differ- 
ence who did what,"’ Trone said. 
“They were there.” 

Trone said the only one not = 
actually involved was Loftis.” 
whom he said was in a car 
arked more than two blocks 
rom Bauer's home, But, Loftis® 
believed that Bauer’s home was 
to be burglarized. That is a felo- 
ny and since the murder was { 
committed during that felony, it 
would make Loftis liable under

Trone said he will recommend

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Travelers Abroad-hears about visit to Tunisia 


Travelers Abroad held its Jan- 
uary dinner meeting at Jerry’s 
Cafeteria, with four guests and 
24-members present. 

Alice Purdes, president, wel- 
comed everyone. Prizes were 
won by. Joe Hill and Waldo Fro- 
hardt. Guests introduced were 
Nora and Mildred King and 
Mary Lee and Ed Lurton. 

Purdes introduced Barbara 
Williams, who spoke on her 
recent rip to Tunisia, North Afri- 
ca. 

Eon ty six ersons, most of 
them from the St. Louis area, 
made the trip and traveled 1,463 
miles by -bus—after flying to 
‘Tunis. z 

Tunisia, squeezed between Lib- 
ya and Algeria, has 750 miles of 
Mediterranean Sea_ coastline 
which features modern cities 
with excellent hotels and _beach- 
es — a mecca for tourists who 
enjoy the sun 

The coastal cities were highly 
decorated with banners and flags 
for the Nov--7-hotiday—celebrat- 
ing the change of government 
that occurred in 1987 when a 
new president took office. His 
government is referred to as the 
“new age.”* 

“Tunisia has always been 
invaded from the sea — no one 
in his right mind would try to 
invade through a desert,"’ the 
speaker said 

Most of the coastal cities origi 
nally were surrounded by high 
walls for protection but many of 
the walls were destroyed or bad- 
ly damaged during World War 
If. Some have been partially 
rebuilt in tourist sections 

Kairouan, the fourth holy city 
of Islan, was visited to see the 
grand mosque dating from the 
3th century. The city is noted for 
its hand-woven carpets and also 
manufactures GM, Opel and Isu- 
zu cars. : 

On a walking tour through 
Sousse, the country's third larg- 
the group saw mosaics 
‘been restored on both 
the floors and walls. One could 
walk on them or touch them at 
will. Sousse manufactures Peu- 
geot cars and buses 

Following the coastline south, 
the group passed E] Jem, the 
site of the largest Roman amphi- 
theater in North Africa, Mahdia, 
originally a haven for pirates. 

The group arrived in Gabes, 
where a modern city sits next to 
a -seabide ‘oasis, the only one in 
the world. The group took four- 
person buggy rides through part 
of the huge oasis and discovered 
,there are a dozen separate vil- 
lages within the oasis, which 
contains over 300,000 palm trees 

Riding through esert-like, 
barren country, where inhabit- 
ants are continually fighting to 

the sand from their 
off the roads, the group j= 
ited the Matmata area as well 
as the villages of Medenine, 
Tataoune, and Chinini. 

There the people live in an 
area carved out of rocks, some- 
times in sections stacked three 
or four high. One looks up at a 
bill, sees an opening like a cave 
entrance, and knows someone is 
living there. 

The island of Jerba, famous 
for the sirens who called to 
Homer’s Ulysses as he sailed 
near it, is a special. resort afea 
with the Jewish Ghriba syna- 
gogue, a pilgrimage site; a pot- 
tery center featuring hand-made 

ttery; and large beach-front 

Fotels. 

Tozeur, a large desert oasis? 
city, was the starting point for a 
two-hour land rover trip through 
the dunes of the Sahara Desert. 
With only some tracks, some- 
times, in the sand, the drivers of 
the land rovers maneuvered for 
almost an hour, passing only, an 
occasional donkey cart and man 
=_Seeing-civilization at Nefta, 
another desert oasis city, the 
drivers next drove into the Saha- 
ra, where the sand dunes were 

‘ Jmmense. 

“Ascending a durie was -bad,”” 
Williams said. “‘But descending 
was horrible.”” 

On the top of a dune, Williams 
Said, they stopped and immedi- 
ately: saw children’ running 
toward them, with no habitation 
anywhere in sight. These Berber 
children were selling handmade 
dolls which have sticks as the 
body with scraps of material and 
yarn completing the doll 

Throughout the trip, the group 
visited huge Roman ruins at 
Gightis, Kasserine, Sbeitta, Mak- 
tar, Thuborbo Magus, and Car- 
thage — all of which had mosaic 
work _on the ground. unprotected 
from the weather. 

A train ride, using cars pre- 
Bented to the Bey of Tunisia by 
France in the 1920s, was excitin, 
as they climbed or tunnele 
through mountains on the line 
built by the French. Some of the 

ssages over the gorges were 
descri! as unbelievable. 

“At Tunis, the group visited the 
famous Bardo Museum and saw 
fooms full of mosaics from all 
parts of the ‘country. They. then 
went to Carthage to visit the 
American Cemetery, the final 

festing place for many Ameri-
